"Please settle a problem that 


stumps us in Cut-Throat Canasta," 
requesls a San Francisco reader.

The problem is usually sellled 


by playing for a slake. The player 
who won't let the others have a 
fair share of the fun is a sure 
loser, and the other players have 
all tne fun when the time cornea 
to pay up. 


When the players prefer not to 


have a stake, there must be a spirit 
of give and take on all sides. Each 
player must act as though he or 
she really cared about the number 
of points won. or lost. If you don't 
take a 'game Mriouaty «aou(b lor 


thai, you spoil Ihe fun of Ihe olher 
players. 


It should be enough to point ou» 


that simple fact. If a player per- 
sists in her bad habils even Ihough 
she knows lhat she is spoiling the 
^ame for the other players, Ihe 
only remedy is lo slop playing wilh 
her. The only reason for praying 
a game is lo have fun; and if some- 
body spoils lhat fun, ihe game is 
just a waiste of lime. 


Q—Suppose that a player has

Revenue Bureau Oils Adding Machines in Case of Income Tax Rate Changes 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—It doesn't pay to count tax 


reduction money till you get it, but the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue has already started worrying about what 
it will have to do if Congress changes the rales on indi- 
vidual income taxes. 


Any change in rates' means that new withholding-lax 


lables have to be computed, printed and distributed to 
the && million employers, to they'll know how much to 
take out of your pay for Uncle Sam. 


The "Employer's Tax Guide" which contains these 


lables is a 32-page book. Since big employers with large 
payrolls require many copies, BIR prints about double 
the immediale demand. 
The printing order this time 


will be about six million copies. It will take at least a 
month to prepare and distribute them. 


If the tax cut is applied June 30, people who pay 


more than the withholding tax will have nearly three 
months in, which to file amended returns of estimated 
income for their installment due Sept. 15. If the tax cut 
isn't applied till Oct. 1, taxpayers will have till Dec. 15 
to file amended returns. And then they can claim a re- 
fund for the amount of the tax cut.

I believe many of our cooperators in Home Bureau are learning; a 


few hints how to go about their redecorating this spring. The majoi 
lesson this past two months has been on how we go about relating 
colors, textures and patterns of a room. 


The biggest mistake most amateurs make when 


they go about using colors is that they "use too 
many . The same is true of pattern. One should 
always lemember that walls and ceiling are only 
backgrounds for your family and your, furnishings 


It's a wise woman who keeps the rule ever 


before her that no more .than 3Q% of a room should 
have pattern. Any more than that often leads to 
visual confusion. 


Home Equipment Workshop 


I had the privilege of attending a very fine 


June Pilgrim 
workshop* last week on Home Equipment. 
This 


workshop training session was conducted by Miss Ruth Beard of Ohio 
State University where she is an extension specialist in the field of 
household equipment. The objective of her meeting was to teach us 
how to think carefully through our buying of each and every piece of 
equipment. She did this by re-teaching our group of home advisers 
the basic laws of physics. 


We should always ask what is 


the basic purpose cf this mixer, 
refrigerator or freezer. What kind 
of jobs do I want it to do for me? 


She advised that we watch our 


"p's and q's" when buying. 
This 


equipment should be Planned Pur- 
chase—analyze our needs, put first 
things first. For example, is it tel- 
evision we need or a hot water 
heater, or is it a water softener? 
Don't buy on the spur-of-the-mo- 
ment. 


A second set of "p's" were prac- 


ticability, performance, production 
methods, proof. In other words, 
what kind of materials were used 
in construction? And how 
were 


materials put together? Does fab- 
rication follow physical 
laws of 


mechanics? 
/ 


A third set of "p's" are price, 


pocketbook and payments. 
Price 


Is only justified by what the ap- 
pliance will truly do for you. Price 
Isn't always indication of quality. 
Price may come from better work- 
manship—or it may be mostly due 
to a. new feature, higher costs of 
promotion and 
advertising, 
or 


streamlined styling. 


A fourth set of "p's" 
are the 


pressures, patter, propaganda and 
pride. Here's where the consumer 
has to sift the essentials from non- 
essentials of selling methods, ad- 
vertising, and carefully compare 
prices. 
She also must ask is it 


safe to use. convenient to use, how 
much upkeep will it need, how 
tvill I have to clean it? And the 
pride—are we perhaps 
securing 


this piece of equipment in order to 
keep up with the Joneses? 


The first "q" is quality. Know 


what goes into an appliance. This 
makes it high, medium, or low 
quality. Just ordinary good vision 
can tell us a lot. The consumer 
thinks carefully through what eye 
sees; he knows a lot about work- 


manship, gauge and 
fabricating. 


Don't worry to much about things 
you can't see. The hidden things 
often remain 
pretty much the 


same. 


The second "q" is quantity. Be 


careful about buying cooking uten 
sils in sets; cutlery in sets, etc. 
The possession of too many things 
just adds to clutter 
in» kitchen 


drawers. How many women have 
"sets" of things—and only use one 
or two items out of each one? 


A third set of "q's" are question 


and quiz the salesman. Just use 
all the helps you can get to find 
the answers to your questions. 
And do not be afraid to ask ques- 
tions. 


Two last points are not "p's" 


and "q's", but they deal with guar- 
antee —and purchaser. When we 
spend a lot of money we deserve 
the former. 
At the same time, 


after we own the equipment we 
have many responsibilities as con- 
sumers and users. We need to 
care for it and use it as it is sup- 
posed to be used. 
If Only Your Gas Range Could 


Talk 


Do you know what your gas 


range would say if it could talk? 
It would say as plain as could be, 
"keep my flame blue and distinct 
in outline." This could be said of 
every gas appliance, in fact. The 
heart of a gas appliance 
Is its

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UF>— 


Speculation mounted today over a 
successor to Secretary • General 
Trygve Lie as some neutral dele- 
gates reportedjy considered a di- 
rect approach to Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky in an effort to discover Rus- 
sia's real choice. 


Almost as much curiosity was 


evidenced concerning whom the 
United States would prefer. Both 
Vishinsky—chief Soviet delegate— 
and the new U. S. delegation head, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, jr., are play- 
ing their cards extremely close to 
their chests on this issue. 


Action in March 


The Security Council is expected 


to meet sometime in March to take 
up the problem of picking a suc- 
cessor to Lie, who resigned the 
§45,000 post last Nov. 10. 


Lie is said to be determined to 


leave the world organization as 
soon as a successor is named.

Romulo of the Philippines, Luis 
Padilla Nervo of Mexico and Nas- 
rollah Entezam of Iran.

Reports earlier this month said 


the Russians had indicated they 
would agree to the nomintaion of 
Pearson. Later, however, it was 
said Soviet representatives were 
trying to knock down these reports, 
claiming they had given no such 
indications. 


Jockey for Position 


Some delegates familiar with the 


Red tactics said these moves were 
intended to put the Russians in 
better bargaining position. They 
said that if the Soviets agreed on 
some Western nominee for the 
post, they could be expected to 
drive as hard a bargain as pos- 
sible. 


These delegates speculated that 


Vishinsky might ask the West to 
reinstate the London agreement un- 
der which the Russians were given 
a second seat on the security coun- 
lil for some member of the Soviet 
Hoc.

He laces a maximum of 40 years 


in jail, 20 years on each 
count. 


Under law, the minimum term for 
compulsory 
prostitution is two 


years, but the court has the power 
to suspend execution of the sen- 
tence.

Sunday. They had asked for better 
working conditions and the dismis- 
sal of Bruce Barton, hospital ad- 
ministrator and the board of trus- 
tees. 


The hospital, which serves an 


area of some 12,000 persons in 
Central Illinois, said it had re- 
cruited a nursing staff of practical 
and registered nurses to care for 
the 39 patients. Three of the 12 
registered nurses withdrew their 
resignations. 


Meetings were held Friday night 


designed to settle the controversy 
but no settlement was announced. 
The hospital's board of directors 
and doctors held a closed session 
while an open meeting was held 
by a citizens group. 


In Chicago, Miss Elaine Reyn- 


olds, a district president of the 
Illinois State Nurses' Association, 
said an investigation was being 
made of the walk out. She said 
their walk out "is not in line with 
our established and approved pro- 
cedures." 


"As a professional group," she 


said, "our first concern is for the 
patients in our care."
